there is no legal authority in any military 
officer, hich or low, to substitute bis will 
for the ciril laws and the operations of the 
three co-ordinate departments of the cor- 
ernmenf.

o,uiry as to the cause of arrest and impris- 
onment, by the writ of habeas carpus—\v\ ter- 
ritory loyal to the Government, is such an 
act of usurpation as demands and reccires 
our merited condemnation.

they believe to bo wrong are slaves; find if 
the ide-\ of treason und slavery is right, wo 
are resolved neither to br traitors or slaves.— 
We will submit to every law passed pursu- 
ant to the Constitution as lona as »11 con- 
stitutional means of redress are left open to 
our free exercise, inrludingfreo ballot", free 
speech, free press-, nn,l *„ untr.immeled ju- 
diciary; and we pronounce every effort to 
take away from the people these menus ol 
redress, by military orders and nrrest, or 
otherwise, a llagrnnt outrage against tbo 
rights of a freo people. 


12. Wo denounce the members of tho 
gislature who, by the abandonment of 


thei; 1 seats and failure to rtisebarce the plain 
duties imposed upon them, were guilty of 
a violation of their o.ilhs, and v.-o fear will 
bring discredit upon the State ; nnd we tle- 
cl,irn that tho Governor can clear him- 
self from complicity in that crime only by 
l.-.king. steps to prevent repudiation. 


13. That tbe arre-t of lion. Clement L. 


Vallandicham, of Ohio, for no otbcr reason 
but for the exercise uf bis right of free dis- 
ciisflion, has been received by the Democra-

Thig fmlhtnt regiment, whleh hw proved 


itself one of thebr-slBnd bravmt that bM 
ever I«ft New-York, returned yceterdiiv 
from the scene of active operation*, having 
completed its two ynarn term of service.—

PROXY VOTING. 


Tbo law recently passed by the Iowa 


Legislature to en able soldiers of that State, 
absent in the service of the United State*, 
to vote by proxy, has l>een pronounced un- 
constitutional by Judge Isbell.of the Kighth 
(Iowa) Judicial District. Th* brief Mid 
clear opinion delivered by thn Judge, in 
which no room is left to doubt the correct- 
ness of the decision, conclude.* on follows: 


lii'lieving the clause (of the Constitution^ 


require* a voter to claim his volo in th* 
county of bis residence, we must hold such 
as were cast outside illegal, and, therefore, 
reject them. Wo come to tho conclusion 
reluctantly, for the reasons that we hold it 
eminently just, that those noble men who 
have bii-u drawn away to imjieril their 
lives lo maintain law, should uol l>e depriv- 
ed of tho high and distinctive right of citi- 
zenship except for cogent rea«on, and tm- 
caifn it always Incomes the modesty of an 
inferior judicial tribunal to bow to tha wis- 
dom of tho Legislature, leaving to th* 
courts of th«last resort the lank of deciding 
their acts unconstitutional, unleu they ar« 
palpably BO. To tbo soldier we have no 
apology, believing that no class of men are 
more desirous than they tint the Constitu- 
tion should be faithfully maintained. 


If the votes of our soldiers in the G»i<l 


could be constitutionally taken, without 
fraud or coercion, every citizen, who ro- 
rpects I be laws and de«iiex the restoration 
of the Union, would lie well satisfied I hut 
it should l>e dune. But such is not th« de- 
sign of those who have advocated the** 
" proxy " laws. Their object ban bern to 
use tho votes of tho army as a mean* of per- 
petuating their own political power, by the 
practice of bold and wholesale fraud*.
